A gang of workmen will be placed in 
the seats of the west balcony at the 
Coliseum Monday afternoon to ascertain 
if the balcony is safe.

proves that the balcony is unsafe, sev-

Would Die Within Month, 
Severs Arteries.

To prevent his wife and eight children 
from becoming impoverished by his own 
lingering illness, August Figi cut the ar- 
terles in-~bis wrists and died Monday 
morning in the Henrietta Hospital, East 
St. Louis. 
Almgst the last thing he “ke to his 
wife before he died was: “As long as I 
am going to die soon, anyway, it is no 
use wasting what little money we have 
in doctors’ bills and medicine for me. 
The children need it for winter clothes 
and shoes."’ 
Figi was 49 years old and lived at 1421 
Monroe avenue, East St. Louis. 
He had worked for years in a paint 
factory grinding lead. This poisoned 
him and brought on a wasting disease 
like consumption. 
He was told two years ago that if he 
kept at work in the paint factory it 
would kill him. He tried to get some 
other kind of work, but could not find4Jt. 
Killed by His Work. 
He kept getting worse and worse, but 
stuck to his work and gradually failed 
in health. He told his fellow work- 
men: 
“The kiddies need the money, so I will 
have to stick to it as long as I can.”’ 
Last week the doctors told him that 
there was no hope for him and that he 
must die. 
“How long do you think I'll live:’ 
he asked, 
The doctor told him Saturday that he 
might linger along for a month or two, 
but that death was certain in the end. 
He seeméd then-to have made up his 
mind not to waste the little savings of 
hig family in medicines for him. 
“Wanted to Say Good-by. 
Sunday afternoon he called his wife 
to him and sald: 
“Well, I am getting weak now. I 
will soon be over and I want to say 
good-by to you and the kiddies before I 


He showed her what he had done and 
told_her why he had done it. She tied 
up his wrist in an effort to stop the flow 
of blood and Galled for help. He was 
taken to the hospital,but had lost s0 
much bleed that his life could net be. 
saved. * 

The eight children left by Figi 
range in age from $3 to 21 years. Three 
are boys and five girls.

Austria is in- 
terested in keeping Turkey out of Bul- 
waria, for the Turks are close enewgh 
to Hungary now, and no one in that 
country wants them any nearer. 

‘Russia, on the other hand, is beloved 
by the Bulgarian people, who believe 
they owe what liberty they have had 
to Russia. Yet there has been cool- 
ness between Ferdinand and the Rus- 
sian rulers. 

“The Bulgarian people are loyal to 
their Prince. This was not always the 
case, 80 much as it is now. But he en- 
deared himself to them fAwhen, a few 
years ago, he broke the dgreement with 
the Pope, made at the time of his mar- 
riage to a Roman Catholic Princess, and 
announced that he would educate his 
son, Prince Boris, in the Greek Ortho-

Blazing Oil-Soaked Barrels 
Found in Tenement, 
Housing 5o. 





FIRE ESCAPES CLOSED 





Dozen Children Tossed Froin 
Second and Third Stories 
to Street. 





NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Eleven persons 
were killed, more than a dozen injured 
and 30 more escaped death by the nar- 
rowest margin, in an incendiary fire 
which wrecked the tenement house at 
7l% Mulberry street early today. 

That a deliberate attempt was made 
to destroy the house and its occupants 
as well, the police and firemen do not 
doubt. Three barrels stuffed with rub- 
bish soaked with oil were blazing fierce- 
ly, cutting off the escape of the 50 or 
more persons who were sleeping on the 
upper floors. Some of these died in 
their beds, overcome by smoke and then 
caught by the flames. Others who had 
been aroused too late fell unconscious 


before they could reach a window and 
were burned to death, scarcely an arm's 
length from safety. Many were injured 
by jumping from upper windows to the 
street or by being crushed as they 
fought for positions of safety on the 
choked fire escapes. 

Several of the injured who were taken 
to hospitals are in a critical condition. 
Fire Escapes Closed. 

That so many persons were killed and 
seriously injured was in part due to 
the carelessness of the tenants of the 
house themselves and their disregard 
of the rule that fire escapes must be 
kept clear of obstructions at all times. 
When the frightened men and women’ 
rushed from their rooms ahead of the 
flames, they found the wells of the fire 
escape platforms covered with boards 
which could not be quickly removed. Ex- 
cited mothers and fatners with children 
in their arms and the smoke pouring 
out of the windows behind them and 
the cracking of the flames in their ears 
became panic-stricken and tossed their 
children to friends in the street. Fully a 
dozen were tossed from the second and 
third floors and were caught by men 
standing in the street. The men and 
women were later carried down by fire- 

men on ladders.

In “Sturmglocken—1848"’ 
only plain German folks, Ferdinand Welb 
leading the little cast as old Andreas 
Nagel, the village cobbler, whose son’r 
life has been given as a sacrifice on 
the shrine of the revolution and whose 
daughter’s honor is now demanded. But 
these lowly people are big with histori- 
ca] import, embodying the German up- 
heaval that gave to St. Louis such citi- 
zens:as Carl Schurz, Emil Preetorius, 
Enno Sander and others, and emphasiz- 
ing how true was the spirit of democra- 
cy then animating the German bosom. 
In several important respects this little 
play was the memorable feature of the 
evening, dramatically absorbing, rich in 
historical values and full of meaning for 
Americans as well as Germans. 

The Spirit of Germany in Franco 

Prussian Wear.’ 

In ‘“Woerth—1870” we confront a criti- 
cal moment in the Franco-Prussian War 
and get an idea of the tremendous fer- 
vor of patriotism with which Germany 
hurled her fighting men across. the 
Rhine for that all-decisive grapple with 
her hereditary foe. Lieutenant-General 
von Rheinsberg, division commander in 
Von Moltke’s Fifth Army Corps, excel- 
lently played by Adolph Heine, has just 
embraced his son, young Lieut. von 
Rheinsberg, well presented by Edmund 
Waltuch, who has gallantly distin- 
guished himself in the battle of Weis- 
senberg. Suddenly comes a courier with 
dispatches hurrying the division into the 
bloodier battle of Woerth. The junior 
Von Rheinsberg, hurrahing, intrusts his 
father with letters to his mother and 
his betrothed and hastens into the fight. 
He is not among those who return—his 
body, mangled by a shell, is found on 
the field, his life being a part of the 
‘price paid for a United Germany. 


Admirable Work by German Players, 
These four playlets called out almost 


the entire strength of the new German 
stock company and the work done gave 
bright promise for the season thus 
Opened. In addition to the well-played 
parts already mentioned, Adolph Heine 
wos notably good as the Stranger in 
“Weimar’’ and as the Graf vonGnetse- 
nau, chief of staff in ‘“Vorwaerts;”’ 
Fritz Kiedaisch was again advantage- 
ously seen as Franz Tiedemann, ap- 
prentice to the old shoemaker, Nagel, in 
“Sturmglocken;” Emilie von Jagemann 
was especially good as old Nagel’s wife, 
and Louise Pellmann did effective emo- 
tional work in the role of the daughters 


‘Werner Schmits made a dignified figure 


as Major, the Graf Genthin, general di- 
vision staff officer in ‘““Woerth,” where, 
also, Victoria Welb-Markham gave an 
amusing’ bit of comedy character work 
as Mme. Schatzle, with Louise Pell. 
Mann a gocd second as her daughter. 
Patriotic Speeches and Music. 

During the course of the evening 
stirring addresses were made by Con- 
gressman Richard RBartholdt and Ed- 
ward V. P. Schneiderhahn. Director 
Welb read a metrical prologue by Kon- 
rad Nies, and Anna Dore, the new irad- 
ing woman of the company, commend- 
ed herself to the audience by her sym- 
pathetic reading of Carl Gundlach’s 
epilogue. Appropriate German co si- 
tions of a patriotic character were 
played by the orchestia under the direc. 
tion of Frederic Fisher, and the Odeon 
auditorium and stage were handsomely 
decorated with the German and Amer- 
ican colors. 

The entire affair was exceptionally

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TOWN FEUDISTS. | 
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ONE SHOT WN HEAL 
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Trouble Between Grant Fork 
and Old Ripley Breaks 
Out -Afresh. 





A feud between residents of Grant 
Fork, Ill., in Madison County, 15 miles 
east of Edwardsville and those of Old 
Ripley, just across the , Bond County 
line led to a fight in which Joseph 


Peters of Grant Fork was. probably 
fatally injured Sunday afternoon. 

He is a brother of Otto (Rube) Peters, 
a Texas League baseball star who has 
been signed by Manager McAleer to 
play with the St. Louis Browns next 
season. 

I‘or years clashes between young men 
of the rival towns have been frequent. 
July 4 last a party from Old Ripley 
tried to break up a picnic at Grant 
‘ork and was repulsed. Vengeance was 
sworn. 

Sunday afternoon six young men said 
to have been among the picnic raiders 
crossed the county line with the avowed g 
intention of “putting Grant Fork on 
the bum.” . 

. They attacked several men and went 
into Henry Hotz’s Hotel bar announcing 
that they were “looking for trouble.”’ 

Peters was there. He is known as 
the leader of Grant Fork’s Home 
Guard, which is always relied on to re- 
sist the attacks of Old Ripley raiders. 

Grant Fork People Rally. 

Peters sounded the war signal and a 
dozen Grant Fork citizens rallied to his 
standard. 

As they advanced oné of the Old Rip- 
ley men pulled a revolver and fired. 
Peters instinctively threw up his right 
hand to protect his ‘face. The bullet 
went through his hand and struck the 
top of his head. 

Despite his injury Peters continued.to 
fight. His followers were routed and 
he was knocked down, kicked and beat- 
en with chairs and the butt end of re- 
volvers. His assailants left him for 
dead and withdrew across the county 
line, 

The bullet which struck Peters plowed 
its Way along the top of his head, but 
did not go beneath the surface. 

In the fight which followed the shoot- 
ing his skull was fractured. His con- 
dition is so serious that he cannot be 
moved from the hotel.

CROMWELL TO’ 
HEAD TREASURY 
F TAFT. WINS 


Attorney Who Engineered 
Panama Canal Deal Sug- 
gested for Cabinet. 


FRIENDLY WITH OHIOAN 











During Negotiations Lawyer 
Was at Times Practically 
War Secretary. 
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By Leased Wire Frori the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, .Oct. 5.—Rumor toda; 
tlaied for the office of Secretary of the 
Treasury under Taft, if elected, Wil- 
liam Nelson Cromwell, who denies that 
tle $40,000,000 paid by the United States 
Government under President Roosevelt 
in Slay, 


1904, for the Panama Canal, was 
divided among a syndicate of -Ameri- 
cans, including Douglas Robinson, 
brother-in-law ‘of the President, and 


Charles P. Taft, brother of the Repub- 
lican candidate for President. 

Mir. Cromwell is probably one of the 
most adroit financiers in the country. 
Though he made a penniless beginning 
down town, he is on record as swearing 
under oath that he nas more money 
than he needs. When a witness befure 


the Senate Interoceanic Canals Com- 
mittee in the spring-of 1906 he was 
questioned by Senator Simmons  con- 


cerning his compensation as counsel for 
ine Republic of Panama, as follows. 

Senator Simmons: I may have mis- 
understood you, but I understood you 
to say yesterday that you did not re- 
ceive any compensation as an attorney 
from the Republic of Panama. 

Mir. Cromwell: That is true, sir. 
Senator Simmons: For what consid- 
eration were you representing them as 
fiscal agent in making this transaction? 
Mr. Cromwelll: What do you mean by 
‘what consideration?” | 

Good Nature and Much Money. 

Senator ‘Simmons: I mean what was 
the inducement to you to represent 
tnem? You got no money for it; you 
were not employed as counsel; yon 
were not paia as fiscal agent. What was 
the inducement of consideration to you 
to perform that service for the Repubiic 
of Panama? 

Mr. Cromwell: The broad instinct of 
good nature, which has prompted me 
to do so much work for that cause, 
Senator, and the other consideration 
that I had more money than I need, 
untortunately. 
Mr. Cromwell has shown his ability as 
a financier in many ways notwithstand- 
ing that professionally he is a corpora- 
tion lawyer. E. H. Harriman has em- 
ployed him to help work out a number 
ef intricate, financial problems. When 
Mr. Harriman wanted to retain control 
of the Wells-fergo Express Co. he got 
Mr. CromweF toe help him. 
‘hat GCorapany had a surplus of $12,000,- 
0c, The stockholders being the owners 
of the company, believed the surplus be- 
longed to them. Knowing that an ex- 
press company had no need of a large 
surplus to carry on its business as :t 
did not have to buy raw material or do 
anything that requires large cash re- 
sources, they asked for larger dividends 
so that the surplus would not keep on 
growing. 

Cromwell Aided Harriman. 

Mr. Harriman at that time .owned 
personally less than 20 snares of the 
company he dominated, but he repre- 
sented in the directorate the Southern 
Pacific road, which owned one-quarter 
of the capital stock of the experss com- 
pany. The stockholders charged that 
Harriman wanted to keep the express 
company’s big surplus intact and in- 
crease it, if possible, so he could bor- 
row it through others for use in his 
stock exchange speculations. 

Mr. Cromwell enabled Mr. Harriman 
t. keep his grip on the Wells Fargo 
company and its surplus. Agents were 
sent all over the country wherever a 
stockholder in the company lived. They 
kept buying the shares in small lots 
until, with what Mr. Harriman already 
controlled, he had a majority of the 
stock. It had been selling at less than 
$200 a share on the exchange, but in 
these private transactions he paid as 
much as $300, $400 and $500 a share, 
though it was not worth any such price 
as an investment. 

Some of the stockholders said unkind- 
ly that the money Mr. Harriman fur- 
nished for’ these purchases was actual- 
ly Wells, Fargo & Co.’s money, he hay- 
ing borrowed it from the surplus. 

When election day came around and 
the stockholders thought they were to 
depose Mr. Harriman he won @ sweep- 
ing victory. That was the time Mr. 
Cromwell, in arguing with the stock- 
holders about the impossibility of de- 
posing Mr. Harriman, softly said: ‘‘He 
cannot be replaced. He moves in a 
higher world, into which we cannot 
hope to enter.” 


ey Helped “Reorganize” the Alton. 
Mr. Cromwell also helped Mr. Harri- 
man in the wonderful reorganization 
of the finances of the Chicago & Alton 
road. That is recognized in Wall street 
as the masterpiece of high financing. 
The. once’ prosperous road was gutted 
in a way never before or since attempt- 
ed. It was loaded down with scores 
of millions of debts and when the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission sought 
to discover what had become of the 
money nobody could be found who 
could account in any way for $56,000,000. 
The securities had been sold, the mon- 
ey received, but not a penny of it was 
in the treasury and not a penny .had 
been spent on improvements. All the 
road had to show for it was the debts. 
Nobody. was ever punished. 

When Mr. Harriman reached out for 
liimois Central Railroad, a conserva- 


tively managed institution which had 


hever been subjected to the strain of 
high finance, he called in Mr. Cromwell 
to him. To get control of the road he 








had to knock © syvesant Fish frem the 


presidency of the road. The fact that 
Mr. Fish had been connected with the 
property for 30 odd years and was well 
liked and trusted by a great majority of 
the stockholders of other than the roads 
owned by Mr. Harriman made no dif- 
ference to the latter or Mr. Cromwell. 
Mr. Fish had to go and he went. Mr. 
Cromwell managed that fight from 
start to finish and it was a marvel of 
its kind. 
Fought Policy Holders. 

When the men .n the New York Life 
insurance Co. sought to prevent the 
policy holders from electing their own 
Board of Trustees they hired Mr. Crom- 
well and he was an active force in 
beating the policy holders. 

Mr. Cromwell has much other finan- 
Beer training. He helped organize the 
$80,000,000 National Tube Co. and the 
American Cotton Oll Co. He was 
called in when Henry 8. Ives, the ‘“Na- 
poleon of Finance,’ went to the wall 20 
years ago. He was counsel for Price, 
McCormick & Co. when they failed for 
$13,000,000. He was counsel for the Re- 
yrganization €ommittee of the Northern 


Pacific after that railroad went to the 
wall. 
He had a hand in distributing the 


wreckage of the Seventh National Bank 
and the Metropolitan Fire Insurance Co. 
When the Milliken Bros, Co., the big 
independent iron concern, went to the 
wall two years ago, Mr. Cromwell was 
its counsel, and through him William 
L. Ward, a Republican leader, was 
made receiver. 


This is the same Mr. Ward who is 
helping run the Taft campaign. Mr. 
‘romwell had George R. Sheldon ap- 


pointed treasurer of the Republican Na- 
ional Committee. By many _ people 
lowntown the appointment of Mr, 
Hitchcock as chairman of the National 
‘ommittee is also credited to Mr. Crom- 
well. 

Taft and Cromwell Intimate. 


Thile nothing may ever come of to- 
jlay’s rumor that Mr. Taft, if elected 
President, will put Mr. Cromwell in his 
Cabinet as Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Republican candidate has _ been 
very intimate with the New York law- 
yer. While he was Secretary of War 
and in supreme control of everything 
relating to the Panama Canal, which 
Mr. Cromwell, as counsel for the French 
Panama Canal Co., sold to the United 
States, Mr. Taft showed in many ways 
the implicit confidence he had in the 
corporation lawyer. ' 

During Mr. Taft's absence from Wash- 
ington Mr. Cromwell was practically 
Secretary of War as far as the Panama 
Ganal was concerned, Mr. Cromwell's 
law offices at 40 Wall street were even 
regarded by many as the real executive 
offices of the Panama Canal. 

Though Mr. Cromwell has declared in 
a statement to the Post-Dispatch, and 
under oath as a witness before the Sen- 
ate Canal Committee, that he owned 
none of the shares of stock of the 
French Panama Canal Co., and did not 
receive a penny of the $40,000,000 paid 
by the United States Government for 
the De Lesseps failure, it was pointed 
ofit today that the stock of the French 
‘ompany could, nevertheless, have been 
owned by a group of Americans of 
whom Mr. Cromwell knew nothing.

Floats Illustrated Incidents 
Since Germans Came to 
America in 1673. 





The big kommers at the St. Louis 
Turner Hall Monday evening will bring 
to a-close the celebration of German 
day, which opened Sunday afternoon 
with a monster parade, in which 25,000 
persons took part. German day is in 
commemoration of the landing of the 
first Germans in America 225 years ago. 
In -the parade, bands throbbed out mar- 
tial music, flags and bunting fluttered, 
beautiful women rode on the gaily 
decorated floats, and thousands of spec- 
tators, who gathered on the street all 
along the line of march, sent up cheer 
after cheer as the great parade swung 
on its way. It took an hour for the 
parade to pass any one point. 

The weather was all that could be de- 
sired, and the parade is conceded to 
have been the largest and most impos- 
ing ever seen on a St. Louis German 
day. 

It started from the Soulard Market al 
2 p. m. and marched until 5:15 over this 
route: From Soulard Market to Broad- 
way, north to Chouteau, west to Sixth, 


. north to Cerre, east to Broadway, north 


to Franklin avenue, west to Leffingwell, 
south to Washingten avenue, east to 
Twelfth and south to Market, where it 
disbanded. 

The parade was headed by Grand Mar- 
shel William EB. Vach and staff, a band, 
a platoon of mounted police and invited 
in carriages. Turner societies 
and other societies and organizations, 
together with several handsome floats, 
formed the 18 divisions of the parade. 

3 Historical Floats. — 

The floats were designed to illustrate 
incidents and periods in American his- 
tory in which German immigrants and 
their descendants played a conspicuous

The President and Vice-President of the United States are chosen by 
officials termed “Electors” in each State, whd are, under existing State 
laws, chosen by the qualified voters thereof by ballot, on the first Tu-aday 
after the first Monday of November in every fourth year preceding the ye ™ 
which the Presidential term expires. ‘““ 
The Constitution of the United States prescribes that each State shall “ap- 
point,”’ in such manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, a number of 
electors equal to the whole number of Senators and Representatives to which 
the State may be entitled in Congress; but no Senator or Representative or per-

NEW YORK, Oct. 6—In a perfect | 
score for the remainder of the season 
now lies New York's only hope of win- 
ning the National League pennant. With 
three games remaining to be played, 
New York must win them all, even to 
tie with Chicago in the pennant race, 
unless the League directors should vote 
to give the New Yorkers a disputed 
game with Chicago, which at present 
is recorded us a tie. In that event 
three successive victories for New York 
would give New York the flag. 

There appears to be little likelihood, 
however, that the decision of the um- 
pires in the game now in dispute will 
be overturned and the followers of the 
game look toward the series between 
New York and Boston, which begins in 
this city today, as the real test in the 
year’s sensational play.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—The British Aa- 
ateur Athletic Association has “‘suspend- 
ed Carpenter for life.”

English 
athletes will not be allowed to compete 
against Carpenter or against any ath- 
lete who competes with Carpenter after 
the ‘“‘suspension.”’

The “suspension” of Carpenter brings 
no discredit to him. It is merely a trick 
to help British officials cover up their 
tracks—to make people think there must 
have been some honest reason for dis- 
qualifying Carpenter in the 400-meter 
race at the late Olympic games,
